NEW ANTI-JEWISH LAWS 
IN SYRIA 


Restriction on Movement 


Ihe Syrian Government (states a 
J.T.A.. report) has Hew 
restrictive anti-Jewish laws under which 


Jewish inhabitants living in cities will not 
be permitted to leave the areas in which 
they reside Syrian Consulates, it is 
stated, have been instructed not to issue 
visas to Jews under any circumstances 

Phe Syrian Press reports that police 
have arresied the Jewish Agency repre- 


sentative in the country, Mr. Joseph 
Romano. 

Other restricuve measures take by the 
Syrian authorities include the cancella- 


uon of all permis held by Jewish settlers 
in the Metulla area. The permits enabled 
the settlers to plough their land on the 
Syrian side of the border. 


JEWS MAY BE DEPORTED 


FROM CYPRUS 
Cypriots Urge Liberation 


A drait law empowering the Cyprus 
Government to deport Jews detained in 
Cyprus for attempted illegal entry into 
Palestine to any port chosen by the 
authorities, was published in the Nicosia 
Official

The Labour Federation of Cyprus, the 
Shopkeepers’ Union, and the Farmers’ 
Association, in a joint cable to Mr. 
Trygve Lie, Secretary-General of the 
United Nations, have urged that the Jews 
detained in Cyprus be immmediaicly 
liberated and sent “ home to Palestine.’

MEANING OF A JEWISH NATIONAL HOME 
Weizmann’s Address to U.N. Committee 


Dr. Weizmann, in his address to the 
ad hec committee on Saturday, recalled 
the time, over 25 years ago, when the 
nations of the world had solemnly en- 
dorsed the Zionist programme for the 
reconstitution of the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine The Jewish people 
were to find a home, not a refuge or 
asylum, not mere shelter, but a home 
with which their past memories and 
future hopes were inseparably bound up. 
The Jewish people was to fashion tts own 
polincal and somal institutions in its own 


is character and tradition 
on a bevel of equality with all othe 
the human tamuly 


He could testify, declared Dr. Weiz- 
mann, that the establishment of the Jews 
as a nation among the nations of the 
world was the real purpose and motive 
of that rnternational covenant which had 
been cndorsed by the League of Nations 

Dr Weizmann commended the 
Majority Report which. he said, defined 
correctly the objective conditions of 
Arab-Jewish co-operation. 

They had been deeply moved to hear the 
Soviet delegate refer so cloquenily to the 


great tragedy of the Jewrsh people, which 
had demonstrated with such fnghtful 
emphasis the consequences of the lack 


of a national home The Soveet declara- 
tion clearly showed understanding of the 
deepest historic emotions of the Jewish 
people 


Consistently Advocated Partition 


He had. continued Dr. Weizmann. con- 
sistentiy beheved and advocaicd the idea 
of partition as representing the only 
practical compromise which taced hard 
facts and offered escape trom deadlock 


and frustravon. The mapjormty recom- 
mendations of Unscop, Dr. Wermann 
declared, were concenved on the most 
strictly realstic principles. There was 
nothing new m the wea of a Jewish

Britain's Great Services 


Relerrmg to the unanimous recom- 
mengation to gd. the Mandate.

Ihe great services which 
Briam had rendered in heipmng to lay 
the toundations of Jewish independence 
would be remembered with appreciation 
when the sordid COMmseQqucences of the 
White Paper had passed mio forgotten 
hestory. 

There were two other alternatives for 
the future government of the Jewish 
National Home, Dr. Weizmann went on.

On moral 
grounds mt was impossible fo take the 
only community in the world which had 
expressed national identity with the 
Jewrsh people and place it under the 
domunatuion of the Arab Higher Com- 
muttee. Subsection of the Jews as a 
minority was unacceptable in all condi- 
ons. 

[hose Jews who. on the strength of 
international promuse and under the im- 
pulse of their own history, had made 
ther homes in Palestine had not done w 
with the object of becomimge Arab ociri- 
of Jewrsh persuasion. declared Dr 
Weizmann. The wea thet a national 
home coukd ever be ated wrth a 
mmeority positon m an Arab State did 
not deserve anv consideraiion at all. The 
distingurshed delegate of Canada had 
witered a profound truth when he stated 
that “ umty cannot be mmposed without 
consent.

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ANTI-SEMITISM 


ANTI-SEMITISM is nothing new in Jewish 
history. In varying degrees, its menace has 
been experienced throughout the ages. 
hat, however, does not prevent the circum- 
stances of its contemporary spread in 
Britain causing exceptional anxiety, not 
merely to British Jews but to thoughttul 
men and women everywhere... It was recog- 
nised that anti-Semitism formed a. not 
unnatural concomitant of the Nazi perver- 
sion of human life, but few expected that 
such wickedness would continue to flourish 
after the downfall of its arch-exponents. 
Fewer still anticipated that, after Britains 
victory. it would find any support among a 
people traditionally devoted to freedom and 
tolerance No one, however, can be so blind 
to the facts as not to be compelled to recog- 
nise that this pestilence, in the abnormal and 
unsettled conditions which now prevail, has 
introduced its poison into British public life. 
lhough its injurious effects may as yet be 
comparatively slight, it would be downright 
folly to ignore its dangerous potentialities. 
fis manifestations are already widespread 
enough, and may be summarised under two 
main categories. First, there is the more 
open and blatant type, as exemplified in the 
notorious Ridley Road gatherings. Second- 
ly. there is. the more subtle-—yet, 1n many 
respects, the more aisturbding kind of} ant- 
Semitism, which tavour m some circles 


not without. a certain Official and social 
influence discriminates unjustly 
against Jews in ways which may tend to 


prejudice their chances of employment o1 
the education of. their children, and to 
icopardise their enjoyment of various rights 
which are naturally cherished by all citizens. 


}his is no or scaremong- 
ering on the part of Jews. The reality of 
anti-Semitism is unfortunately attested by 
the amount ef serious discussion which it ts 
at present receiving from responsible writers 
in the Press An article in last week's 
issue of that sound and sober journal, Tut 
ECONOMIST, treats of this “ Political Plague.” 
In dispassionate and objective. language, it 
reveals the calamitous consequences of the 
increase of anti-Semitism in Britain.

Similar warnings of the terrible immplica- 
tions of this pernicious growth have been 
uttered recently in other leading weeklies 
such as the New STATESMAN and TIME AND 
fipe. This is the more welcome tn view of 
the mischief still being stirred up in the 
editorial columns of PRESS News. 
It continues in its shameful resuscitation 
of that long-discredited forgery, the —so- 
called “* Protocols of the Learned Elders of 
Zion” (although it offers the thin plea in 
exfenuation that “ the Jews asserted it was a 
wicked forgery” and that some other, 
unspecified, group may have adopted the 
idea in the “ Protocols to work harm to 
the country) Yet, as is well pointed out 
in the current issue of the WiLeNER LIBRARY 
BULLETIN, at least 36 authoritative books 
have been published regarding the history 
of that infamous anti-Semitic document. 
if that is not enough, there was corrobora- 
tive evidence from the pen of Mr. A. J. 
Cummings, in the News CHRONICLE last 
week, about the exposing of the forgery in 
1921 in THe Times. That a journalists’ 
own trade paper, such as Worip’s Press 
NEWS, can persist in giving such encourage- 
ment to anti-Semitism is a measure of the 
spiritual darkness which overshadows our 
umes. 


One cannot enter here into all the 
religious, economic, social, psychological, 
and other prejudices which help to consti- 
tute anti-Semitism. Completely to eradicate 
all such errors would need a very long- 
term process of re-education, as we have 
Olten stressed before. But there is at least 
one ordinary common-sense line of action 


which would be helpful in relieving the 
immediate tension of the present situation. 
Without subscribing to all the statements 
made by Miss Rebecca West in the serialised 
“Report on Anti-Semitism” which she is now 
contributing weekly to the London EVENING 
STANDARD, we would unhesitatingly com- 
mend one of her suggestions. She urges, 
as a number of London magistrates have 
also done, that the worst possible way to 
meet anti-Semitism is for Jews to go out of 
their way to attend the deliberately provo- 
cative meetings of the Fascists. That is to 
play into the hands of the enemy. Young 
and enthusiastic Jews do not help. their 
peoples cause by being trapped into the 
position of making it appear that they are 
the disorderly element. Ihe disease of anti- 
Semitism cannot be cured by fruitless action 


at noisy meetings, which ends only in 
charges of breaches of the peace being 


brought in the courts. This may not be a 
serious matter for Fascists, who, themselves 
upholding a lawless creed, need not trouble 
overmuch about falling toul of the law. 
I hey may, in fact often do, welcome it as a 
lurther means of publicity. But it has an 
entirely different aspect for Jews, who are 
bound to behave as law-abiding citizens. 
As tor the local inhabitants, when they: find 
bascist Meetings -are. causing a_ public 
nuisance, they have a legal right to apply 
to the authorities for steps to be taken to 
abate such a nuisance 


It is very far from our intention to advise 
our young people to tgnore the dangerous 
potentialities of Fascist anti-Semitism. But 
the right way tor them to fight this evil thing 
is to pul their energies and undoubted ability 
at the disposal of the community's recog- 
nised and responsible body for anti-defama- 
tion work-——namely, the Defence Committee 
of the Board ot Deputies. Yet, has the latte: 
body done all that it might to secure. the 
much-needed co-operation of our. ex- 
servicemen and. other young persons? 
Over a year ago, it called together a very 
comprehensive Conference of Jewish youth 
organisations in order to effect a_ closer 
laison. the public has not been informed 
of how the scheme has since worked out. 
Nor was last Sunday's meeting of the Board 
of Deputies, with its long and fruitless dis- 
cussion about mere technicalities, particu- 
larly helptul in the present emergency. Such 
dissipation of energies and futile argument 
over matters which should take five minutes 
to settle. does not set youth the best ol 
examples. 


VOTING POSTPONED 


VOTING for avalnsli the principle ot 
Partition in the ad hoc committee on Pales- 
tine at Lake Success, after the ending of the 
general debate on Saturday, has been post- 
poned through the latest decision to appoint 


three sub-committees, charged to report 
back by next Monday One sub-com- 
mittee, as suggested by the U.S.A... 1s to 


consider the question of the trontiers of the 
two recommended States and the imple- 
mentation of the decision if Partition is 
finally decided on; another, in accordance 
with a proposal by El Salvador, is to con- 
sider how agreement may be attained 
between the Jews and the Arabs: and the 
third—set up in response to an Arab pro- 
posal-——-is to go into the question of whether 
the United Nations are legally competent to 
decide on Partition tne. USSR: it 
seems, was in favour of the straight vote 
being taken after the debate, but its proposal! 
to this end was defeated. 


That there should be a conciliation group, 
in the form of the second sub-committee, ts 
all to the good, and as far as the Jews are 
concerned the door ts still open for an agree- 
ment with the Arabs. Dr. Weizmann, in his 
brilliant exposition of the Jewish Agency 
case, obviously held out the hand of friend- 
ship. His pleading betore the ad hoc com- 
mittee, notable in its content, was notable 
also for what mn tacitly connoted: the 
triumph, implicit in his personal return to 
the arena, of moderation in Zionist quarters, 
which one may hope will be matched by an 
egual triumph of moderation among the 
Arabs. The suspicion that the Arabs are 
being prodded on by outside advisers ill- 
disposed towards the Jews for other reasons 
than simple pro-Arabism cannot be avoided. 
The insistent propaganda that even the 
present Partition recommendation is a solu- 
tion “too favourable ” to the Jews tells a 
tale apart from the one spread by its propa- 
gators, and it is well that Dr. Weizmann 


pointed out that Partition is acceptable to 
the Jews only on the basis of realism. 


The questioning of the United Nations’ 
competence to decide on Partition seems to 
be a further delaying tactic. Obviously, 
with the Mandate surrendered to the U.N. 
as the appropriate successor to the League 
ot Nations, the U.N. automatically acquires 
certain indisputable rights over the issue. 


It is to be hoped that the three sub-com- 
mittees will have real progress to report by 
the stated time and so permit the matter to 
go forward to a definite conclusion. —Pro- 
crastination ts not only a danger to Pales- 
tine. but also to the whole status of the 
Lnited Nations.

FEELINGS of the deepest dismay must be 
aroused bj the threatened cessation.

WHITHER GERMAN JEWRY? 


\ GLOOMY picture of the future of the Jews 
in Germany was painted at the Conference of 
all Jewish Communities in the country held in 
Berim this week It was frankly admitted by 


the head of the Berlin City Department of 
lewish Affairs that the present generation of 
Germans are hopeless,” and that nothing 


more effective could be done than to concen- 
irate on the education of the children in a 
humanitarian spirit. Mr. Norbert Wollheim., of 
Libeck, declared bitterly that “in the burial- 
ground of our brethren no new Jewish life is 


possible. Yet there seems no denying the fact 
that some Jews. at any rate. must remain in 
Germany. Not the. most ardent /1onrsst 


claims that Palestine can accommodate all the 
jews in the world—even that pitifully dimin- 
ished remnant that Nazism has left alive. And 
Jewry m the Galut has Still two duties to 
perform. First, there must be im the great 
civilised countries of the world-——and, whatever 
her recent history, Germany has been, and. civen 
a change of heart. could be again numbered 
among them—outposts for Eretz Yisrael. 
Second, and perhaps even more important, the 
Jews have the high privilege of continuing with 
the great task that has been laid upon them 
since the time of the Dispersal. Dr. Friedens- 
burg. Mayor of Berlyn, in addressing the Con- 
ference, spoke of the special Jewish contribution 
to humantiarianism, important in the past, that 
could be even more important in the future; 
and declared that the Germans would “ grate- 
fully welcome” those Jews who were ready to 
co-operate with and help the Germans im their 
own moral recovery. Our greatest prophets 
and thinkers have always set their faces against 
the concept of revenge: “ To Me belongeth 
vengeance.” But there jis a vengeance of 
a higher kind exemplified in the return of good 
for evil. It would be a revenge worthy of the 
highest traditions of our faith if Jewish precept 
and example were to aid the Germans, at whose 
hands we have suffered so deeply, along the 
rocky road to regeneration. If, then, the Jews, 
or some of them, are to remain in Germany, 
should they attempt to reorganise their com- 
munities ON a permanent basis, or should they

To the Editor of Tue CHRONICLE 


Sir.—In your. issue of the 17th inst., 
the Marchioness of Reading is reported 
to have stated at a World Jewish Con- 
gress dinner that “ Their (the W.J.C.’s) 
research and legal department had col- 
lected the evidence and supplied counsel 
at the Nuremberg trial with their briels.” 

1 am sure that Lady Reading could not 
have wished really to suggest that KM was 
the World Jewish Congress and not the 
United Nations War Crimes Commis- 
sion, and its member Governments which 


briefed prosecuting counsel at Nurem- 
berg Coming to non-governmental 
organisations, it is a fact that, though 


the World Jewish Congress was active in 
collecting evidence of crimes committed 
against Jews, other Jewish bodies were 
not idle Ihe Board of Deputies ot

Why Younger Generation Turns 
Away

Faced with the exorbitant prices of 
Orthodox hotels, completely out of pro- 
portion to their pockets, how many suc- 
cumod to the temptation of non-Orthodox 
establishments. purely tor. economic 
reasons? 

To-day’s tiny rations necessitate sup- 
plementation with non-rationed toods. 
and the present price of kasher poultry 
is such a8 to drive many a young couple 
of Orthodox upbringing to the non- 
kasher dealer. 

The ritual change of all eating ut 
at Passover is yet another problem fac- 
ing many young married couples, who 
cannot afford to go to the considerable 
expense of duplication which this entails 
to-day. even if many commoditics were 
avauable. 

While not condoning anv of these 
actions, one can heartily sympathise, and 
deplore the fact that nothing is appar- 
ently being done to improve matters in 
this very regrettable situation.

We have seen this state of aflais so 
radically changed, that im recent years 
anybody studying the toilets of young 
domestic workers leaving their work tor 
an afternoon's outing, would not always 
know whether she were maid or mistress 
Women workers in all branches olf tn- 
dustry, and in every type ot pob. have 
achieved such a high standard of taste 
and expression in thew clothes that only 
the very expert can still determine which 
the modc!l gown, or coat, and which 
% the mass-produced copy. To go back 
on all this ts an admussion of failure 
which no sensible woman will want to 
come about. For egalitarianism in the 
realm of women’s clothes has brought 
with at very much higher standards: o! 
personal hygiene and personal tastidious- 
ress 

Te allow any unmistakable line of!

back to the vitally needed co-operation

The Ministry of Education has recentls 
announced its proposals for the placing 
of graduates and second-year wunder- 
graduates as “assistants” in French 
schools for next year, 1948-9. A very 
small number of parallel posts will also 
be available in German and French- 
speaking cantons of Switzerland. Dur- 
ing the current year, 1947-8, 166 appoint- 
ments were made in France, and five in 
Switzerland, while im the same period 
373 young French graduates and 31 
graduates trom Switzerland, and six trom 
Austria, have been appointed it) this 
counuy 

Our education authorities attach much 
importance to. these valuable teache: 
‘exchange “ schemes, and many reports 
have testified to the excellent impression 
our educational. “ambassadors” have

Association. 

The resolution stated that while holding 
firmiy to the principles of freedom of 
specch and the right of assembly within 
the limits of the law, the Association 
called upon the Home Secretary to use 
all the powers at his disposal to ensure 
this freedom and preservation of good 
order and so to avoid the devclopment 
of racial and religious discrimination 


which, if unchecked, could only lead to 
breaches of the peace, and to stop which 
was one of the objects in Britain engaging 
m the war.
